VERDICT FOR $2,000 



In Case of H. W. Deason For 
Alleged Damages, 

In the case of H. W. Deason 
against the L. & N. railroad, which 
was called for trial in the circuit 
court last Tuesday, the jury rendered 
a verdict Wednesday afternoon, find- 
ing for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$2,000. This case was tried at the 
last February term of the court and 
Deason was awarded $3,000.

In the second trial Judge James 
Breathitt was employed as 
attorney. 

The grounds set forth in the orig- 
inal case, briefly stated, are: The 
plaintiff, who is a citizen of Christian 
county, was a passenger on a train 
of the defendant, on April 4, 1904, 
and was standing on the platform of 
a car, when by a sudden lurch of the 
train he was thrown from the car. 
By his fall defendant sustained seri- 
ous injury, the ligaments of one oi 
his shoulders were broken, the poinl 
of the shoulder blade fractured and 
his Bhoulder dislocated. 

The case will doubtless be carried 
to the court of appeals. The case 
was closely contested by the attor- 
neys on both sides.
